Agent of the Burrows, to form theſame in a Book, and give in the fame to 
the Clerks of Council, with all poſſible diligence: And Appoints the faid 
Agent to ſend ExtraQts, or Copies hereof to the ſeveral Burghs 
Magiſtrates to give obedience accordingly, with certification tothem, ifthey 
failzie they ſhall becalled before, purſued and puniſhed by the Council for 
their Contempt 3 and if need beis, Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed.
